AREA  AND  POPULATION. 

Area:  The  acreage  of  the  District  at  the  end  of  1941  was  3,547. 

Population:  The  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  for 
statistical  purposes  was  4,787.

VITAL  STATISTICS. 


Births  * 

57  births  were  registered  in  1941.  Of  these  31  were 
males  and  26  females.  This  represents  an  annual  birth 
rate  of  11.9.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 


Water  Supply. 

The  public  water  supply  is  derived  from  springs  rising  high 
up  in  the  Arnfield  Clough  and  analysis  has  shown  that  it  is  of 
exceptional  purity. 

In  parts  of  the  district  not  supplied  by  the  public  service 
the  water  is  obtained  from  wells. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Samples  of  effluents  from  the  sewerage  works  in  Hollingworth  and 
Broadbottom  were  examined  by  the  River  Inspectors  of  the  Lancashire 
River  Board.  One  sample  from  the  Hollingworth  works  was  reported 
unsatisfactory. 


Scavenging. 

The  scavenging  is  carried  out  by  the  Council.  Pail  privies  are 
still  in  use  in  the  distriot.  I  hope  that  their  total  abolition 
will  not  be  long  delayed.

Cleansing  of  Streets. 

The  main  streets  are  kept  in  good  condition  and  tar-spraying 
for  the  prevention  of  the  dust  nuisance  is  applied  to  all  macadam 
main  roads . 


SCHOOLS . 

There  are  four  schools  in  the  district.  One  in  Hollingworth, 
two  in  Mottram  and  one  in  Broadbottom. 

The  sanitary  arrangements  and  conditions  of  these  schools  are 
satisfactory.  The  Head  Teachers  report  all  cases  of  infectious 
diseases  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

The  work  of  routine  school  Medical  Inspection  is  carried  out 
by  the  Medical  Officer  appointed  by  the  County  Council.  He  is 
assisted  by  a  Nurse  also  appointed  by  the  County  Council. 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 


1.  Smallpox.  Beds  are  retained  in  the  Heartshead 

Smallpox  Hospital  for  cases  occurring  in 
the  District. 


2.  Tuberculosis.  Tuberculosis  patients  attend  the  Tuber¬ 

culosis  Clinic  in  Hyde  provided  by  the 
County  Council.  On  the  recommendation  of 
the  County  Council  Tuberculosis  Medical 
Officer,  cases  are  sent  to  Sanatoria. 

3.  Diphtheria.  Cases  of  diphtheria  are  sent  to  Hyde  Fever 

Hospital  for  treatment  and  care. 


4.  Venereal  Diseases. 


5.  Child  Welfare. 


6.  Maternity  Service. 


7.  Professional

Treatment  is  provided  for  Venereal  Diseases 
at  Ashton  District  Infirmary  by  the  Gounty 
Council . 

There  is  a  child  welfare  centre  in 
Hollingworth  under  the  charge  of  a  Medical 
Officer  assisted  by  a  Nurse  appointed  by 
the  County  Council. 

The  County  Council  subsidises  a  Midwife  who 
resides  in  Hollingworth.  There  is  no 
Maternity  Hospital  in  the  District. 

There  are  two  District  Nurses.  One  for 
Hollingwor th  and  Tintwistle  and  the  other 
for  Mottram  and  Broadbottom.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  INCIDENCE.  PREVENTION  AND  CONTROL. 

There  was  no  serious  epidemic  during  the  year*  All  the 
infectious  diseases,  with  a  few  exceptions,  were  nursed  at  hone.

The  case  of  paratyphoid  B  was  nursed  at  the  Hyde  Fever 
Hospital.  Investigation  of  the  milk  supply  and  the  people  connected 
with  its  distribution  did  not  show  anything  suggestive  of  the  source 
of  the  infection.  One  week  before  being  taken  ill  the  patient  had 
some  whipped  cream  in  Manchester. 

Diphtheria  Prophylaxis . 

In  August,  for  the  first  time  in  your  District,  the  national 
scheme  of  prophylactic  treatment  of  diphtheria  was  put  into  operation. 
The  response  to  the  appeal  for  immunisation  was,  on  the  whole, 
gratifying.  449  Children  received  the  full  course  of  immunisation 
between  August  and  December.  This  represents  66.5$  of  children  age 
5  and  over  and  35.5$  of  those  under  5. 

I  should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Head  Teachers  of 
Hollingworth,  Mottram  and  Broadbottom  Schools  for  their  collabora¬ 
tion  In  the  carrying  out  of  the  prophylactic  treatment  of  the  sohool 
children. 

Tuberculosis. 


The  following  figures  show  the  number  of  new  cases  notified  and 
the  deaths  during  the  years- 
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The  number  of  specimens  of  sputum  examined  in  the  laboratory  attached 
to  the  Public  Health  Department  at  Chester  was  9.  Of  these  one  was 
positive  and  eight  negative. 


MILK  SUPPLY. 

There  are  7  Accredited  Farms  in  your  District*  These  are 
regularly  visited  by  the  Inspector  and  milk  samples  taken. 

Adulteration. 

Foods  and  Drugs  Act  1928. 

Samples  were  taken  under  the  above  Act  in  Longdendale  Urban 
District  in  1941.  The  County  Chief  Inspector,  Mr.  Stacey  Hallard, 
reported  as  follows  :- 

uTwo  samples  of  milk  were  certified  by  the  Public  Analyst  as 
being  deficient  in  fat  to  the  extent  of  5  per  cent  and  10  per  cent 


respectively,  and  in  each  case  a  cautionary  letter  was  sent  to  the 
traders  concerned. 


All  the  other  samples  were  up  to  standard  or  otherwise  reached 
the  recognised  degree  of  quality.

HOLLINGWORTH  CHILD  WELFARE  CENTRE  MEDICAL  OFFICER'S  REPORT  FOR  1941 . 

Medical  Officer:  Ernest  Talbot,  M.B.,  Ch.B., 

Health  Visitor i  Miss  A.  Bullough,  S.C.M.,  S.R.N.,  R.S.I. 

The  meetings  are  held  fortnightly  (on  Thursdays)  at  St.  Mary’s  School, 
Eollingworth. 

During  the  year  the  Centre  was  opened  on  twenty  six  occasions.  The 
following  are  the  figures  of  attendances »- 


Total  Number  of  Attendances  ...  902. 
Total  Number  seen  by  Medical  Officer  185. 
Number  of  New  Cases  attending  ...  61. 
Average  Attendance  per  Meeting  ...  38. 


The  attendances  for  the  year  and  the  interest  of  the  mothers  have 
been  well  maintained.  The  total  attendances  continue  to  increase 
yearly,  which  indicaces  that  the  mothers  appreciate  the  services  of 
the  Welfare  Centre. 

War  time  conditions  do  not  appear  to  have  had  any  adverse  effects 
upon  the  health  of  the  infants.  Much  of  the  credit  for  this  satis¬ 
factory  state  is  largely  due  to  the  efforts  which  have  been  made  by 
the  health  authorities  by  ensuring  that  an  ample  and  priority  supply 
of  safe  milk  was  made  available  for  both  expectant  mothers  and 
infants.  Also  fresh  fruit  juices  and  cod  liver  oil  have  been  made 
available  to  meet  war  time  rationing  conditions.  Foresight  and 
organisation  on  the  part  of  the  health  authorities  have  dono  much  to 
mitigate  what  may  have  been  a  testing  time  for  young  infants. 

Toddler ' s  Days  are  held  quarterly  (on  the  first  centre  day  of 
February,  May,  August  and  November)  in  order  that  the  health  and  wel¬ 
fare  of  young  children  between  the  ages  of  two  and  five  years  may 
continue  to  be  supervised  until  the  time  when  the  School  Medical 
Officer  takes  up  these  duties. 

Many  of  the  mothers  and  their  infants  who  were  evacuated  to  this 
area  owing  to  war  conditions  have  reason  to  be  grateful  for  the  help 
and  assistance  given  by  members  of  the  Ladies’  Committee.  The 
majority  of  these  infants  have  by  now  returned  to  their  own  homes. 

Our  thanks  and  appreciation  are  due  to  the  Ladies’  Committee  for 
their  willing  services  and  help.
